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A Mong the many difficulties that occur to youth 
A in the ſtudy of the Latin tongue, that of ac- 
quiring the knowledge of words, as to their ſignifi- 
cation, derivation, and compoſition, is none of the 
leaſt; perhaps the greateſt. Boys under twelve 
years of age cannot be eaſily brought to conſult a 
dictionary, ſo as to trace words to their origin. Add 
to this, that the ſignifications of words in dictionaries 
are generally ſo numerous and various, that the 
young ſcholar is apt to be perplexed rather than in- 
{truſted by what he finds there. Hence it is no un- 
_ uſual practice for boys to run on in reading authors 
for ſeveral years together, without any further ac- 
'- uaintance with words than what they leain from 
X their teachers.

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The compilers of all our ancient dictionaries, whe- 
ther Hebrew, Greek, or Latin, ſenſible of the im- 
portance of this aſſortment of the words, ranged al- 
ways the derivatives, and ſometimes the compounds, 
under the primitives. They could not think of diſ- 
membering a family, or diſperſing a tribe, that na- 
ture had ſo cloſely united and joined together. This

| laſt induced the moderns to throw all into the alpha- 
betical form, with references to the primitives. By 
this means the advantage of eaſily finding any word is 
ſecured : but then the tribes are broke, their mem- 
bers disjoined, and ſcattered over the whole dictionary;

P R E F A C E * 


EZ obſerve, that lexicographers generally reſtrict primi- 
tives to narrow limits, and admit but a very ſcanty 
number. They ſtrain hard to aſſign ſome origin, 
FX however fanciful, to moſt words; ſo that a good 
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many of the words placed in our text as primitives, 
are by them conſidered as derivatives or compounds. 
{ Now, though the tracing of words in this manner, to 
Z ſome conjectural and uncertain origin, is a kind of 
fruitleſs ſcrutiny, that yields little ſatisfaction; yet to 
prevent the young ſcholar's being an abſolute ſtran- 


ger to ſuch learned conceits, this in the following e- 
pitome is not altogether neglected: for ſuch of theſe 
origins as have any ſhew of plauſibility are here ex- 
hibited ; while, on the other hand, ſuch of them as 
appear forced, far- fetched, or borrowed from the 
Greek, are purpoſely omitted. The learner, if he 
inclines, will have full opportunity of being further 
acquainted with them, when he comes to ule a large

As it is a matter of no ſmall importance, for a boy

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to be accuſtomed, from his entry on the ſtudy of La- 
tin, to read or pronounce the Latin words truly; 
for his aſſiſtance and direction on this head, the long 
and ſhort ſyllables are marked. By theſe means he 
will early acquire a habit of reading and pronouncing 
accurately, and by practice become acquainted with 
ſeveral of the moſt material things in proſody, be- 
fore he begin to read that part of grammar. And 
in order to enlarge his little. ſtock of knowledge this 


way, perhaps it may not be improper, to teach him 
a tew of the general and more uſeful rules of pro- 


ſody, while he is reading the vocabulary. 


With reſpe& to the Engliſh verſion, care has 


been taken to give the proper, primary, or moſt 


common ſignifications of the Latin words; and theſe 


only: for to have gone further, or to have been more 
particular on this head, would have marred the deſign 
in view, and ſerved only to puzzle or diſcourage the 


learner.

In regard the young ſtudent, even after he has 


read over this whole book, and that by way of. lef- 
ſon, may well be ſuppoled to forget part of it, and 


ſo to be under a neceſſity of having frequent recourſe 


to it for words that occur in the authors he is reading, 
and yet ſometimes be at a loſs where to look for 


them, there is annexed a ſmall alphabetical index, 


which will make the finding of any word quite rea- 
dy and eaſy.
